DRUG BUST 


□ llOlbs of ‘skunk’ in Ashtead □ £1.2m found in safes

More than llOlbs of high 
grade “skunk” cannabis 
was seized from an address 
in Ashtead in a massive po¬ 
lice drugs bust. 

Police officers raided other 
addresses in Epsom and Ewell 
in a series of dawn raids which 
uncovered £1.2million in cash 
in two safes cemented into the 
floor of a Kingston lock-up as 
well as the drugs with a street 
value of £200,000. 

In total 36 addresses were 
raided across south London re¬ 
sulting in 14 arrests. 

Ten men and one woman ap¬ 
peared in court charged with 
offences ranging from money 
laundering to drug trafficking. 
Three others were bailed to re¬ 
turn pending further in¬ 
quiries. 

Police believe the operation 
made approximately Elm a 
week by importing cannabis 
from Holland, hidden in whole¬ 
sale flower deliveries. 

DI Steve Wilkinson, Special 
Intelligence Section, said: “We 
believe that these criminals 
have been operating a highly 
sophisticated operation, hid¬ 
den behind the guise of a legit¬ 
imate flower wholesaler.” 

Among the addresses 
searched were properties in 
Worcester Park, Ashtead, 
Epsom, Ewell, Sutton, East 
Molesey, Surbiton, Kingston 
and Wimbledon.

Chris Grayling, MP for 
Epsom and Ewell, said: “This 
is worrying. I guess one of the 
explanations is that these 
drugs are being stored away 
from London and I suspect 
they’re being sold in London it¬ 
self. 

“If police were to find out 
there’s significant drug deal¬ 
ing in the Epsom area that 
would put extra strain on Sur¬ 
rey Police which is already a 
stretched police force.” 

Conservative Ashtead Coun¬ 
cillor Sylvia Sharland said: 
“There’s been drugs around 
for as long as I can remember 
in this area. Wherever you go I 
think you’re going to find it. 

“But I don’t like the thought 
of a drugs ring in Ashtead. If 
it’s going on it’s something 
that we should try to stop.” 

Independent Ashtead Coun¬ 
cillor John Northcott said: “I 
don’t think there’s a major 
problem in Ashtead itself. 

“These gangs might have 
bases in one place and not nec¬ 
essarily operate in there.” 

Ten of those arrested were 
remanded in custody to appear 
before Southwark Crown 
Court on December 5.

Fahid Mahammed Aslam, 
26, admitted enlisting friend 
Mohammed Raman, 28, to 
pick up a television, laptop 
and light, which cost £1,090 
and was paid for over the 
phone using someone else’s 
details. 

John Lewis shop assistant 
Aslam, of Raynes Park, went 
into the shop’s computer sys-

tern to obtain the details of an 
existing customer and then 
texted the details to Raman. 

Raman, of Danetree Road, 
Epsom, later came into the 
Kingston store posing as a 
customer and Aslam served 
him, using another col¬ 
league’s till log in to put 
through the goods. 

The security team was alert¬ 
ed when the card was used for 
several orders placed in quick 
succession. 

They apprehended Raman 


in the shop, who initially 
tried to claim that he did not 
know his accomplice. 

When officers confiscated 
his mobile phone they found a 
text message containing the 
customer’s details. 

Raman was described by his 
defence solicitor as a family 
man whose wife had recently 
had a child. 

His job in credit control for 
a mobile phone company was 
hinging on what sentence he 
received, the court heard. 

Judge Fergus Mitchell sen¬ 
tenced each of the men to 
a 40-week prison sentence, 


suspended for two years. 

They were also ordered to do 
125 hours of unpaid work and 
fined £263 in court costs. 

He said: “Mr Aslam, you 
were a trusted employee of 
John Lewis and you have 
thrown that away and all the 
security that offered, particu¬ 
larly with it being a partner¬ 
ship.” 

He added that posing as 
another employee to shift the 
blame was “really the most 
unpleasant part”.

Charity needs help to keep the hedgehogs happy

Twenty-three baby hedgehogs 
have a comfy billet for the win¬ 
ter at Wildlife Aid, but without 
the help of the animal charity 
the little creatures would have 
died. 

Hedgehogs come into the cen¬ 
tre in Leatherhead for many 
reasons, some are attacked by 
badgers, some are hit by cars 
and many get caught in chain- 
link fences or chicken wire in 
people’s gardens. 

The centre has even seen 
hedgehogs caught up in the 
plastic ties used to hold drinks 
cans together, or hogs with 
their heads caught in flower¬ 
pots or watering cans. 

They can also suffer from 
lungworm - a condition which, 
if left untreated, would claim 
many lives over the winter 
months. 

The changing climate may 
also have a hand in the in¬ 
creased number of hedgehogs 
at risk. 

Milder winters lead to hedge¬ 
hogs not getting the instinct to 
hibernate, only to be caught 
out by a sudden cold spell. 


Their food source, mainly 
slugs and worms, disappears 
underground and they can lit¬ 
erally starve to death. 

This week Wildlife Aid asked 
people to check around their 
gardens for hedgehogs, espe¬ 


cially at dusk when they are 
most active, and to double 
check chain-link or chicken- 
wire-type fencing to ensure 
than no animals are trapped. 

It costs over £100 to 
over-winter a hedgehog, and 


Wildlife Aid is appealing for 
help to meet the costs.

Cleaner denies murder 
of stabbed 81-year-old 


A cleaner denied murdering 
an 81-year-old from Epsom at 
the Old Bailey today 

Nicola Bushnell, 43, a 
mother of two of Littleton 
Road, Epsom, was charged 
with the murder of Joyce 
Cregeen, a retired police ad¬ 
ministrator. 

She was also charged with 
three counts of fraud by 
false representation, which 
she pleaded not guilty to. 

The fraud charges related 
to the alleged theft of 
£60 from Mrs Cregeen’s 
bank account in March and 


April of this year. 

Mrs Cregeen was found dead 
with multiple stab wounds to 
the torso at her Sefton Road 
home in the Longmead Estate, 
on May 15. 

She had lived alone ever 
since her husband died in 
1997. 

Bushnell was granted bail to 
appear for trial on June 26.

Dog banned from park 
and must be muzzled 


A dog that attacked a 
smaller dog twice is to be 
kept muzzled at all times 
and was banned from a 
local park after a court 
hearing. 

Dog owner Jackie 
Thomas, 65, of Holly Lane 
West, Banstead, was told 
in Reigate Magistrates’ 
Court that she needs to 
keep Jess, a three-year-old 
German Shepherd and Rot- 
tweiller cross, under con¬ 
trol. 

She was also banned from 
walking the dog in the 
Lady Neville Recreation 
Ground. 

The court heard how Jess 
attacked Beau, a Bichon 
Frise belonging to a 73- 
year-old lady of Banstead, 
whose name was not 
mentioned in court, twice 
between January 5 and 
February 10, causing him 
serious injuries. 

Prosecutor Mrs Chucks 
Golding said: “The injuries 
to the other dog were treat¬ 
ed by a veterinarian sur¬ 


geon at the cost of £840 al¬ 
together.” 

Mrs Thomas, represent¬ 
ing herself, said: “I can’t 
believe that she’s being 
considered a dangerous 
dog. 

“If I thought there was a 
problem with Jess I would¬ 
n’t let her play with my two 
grandchildren.” 

Chairman of the bench 
Mr Philip Selby said: “We 
agree to make the order. 

“The dog must be kept 
under proper control and 
be muzzled at all times. 

“The dog is also to be 
excluded from using the 
Lady Neville Recreation 
Ground.” 

The order issued in the 
court was made under Sec¬ 
tion 2 of the Dangerous 
Dogs Act 1991. 

Mrs Thomas did not want 
to comment on the magis¬ 
trates’ decision.

Family and friends of 21-year-old William 
Buckingham, who was killed in a hit and 
run accident on the A24 almost two months 
ago, gathered in their hundreds to say 
goodbye. 

The entrance and front garden of Em¬ 
manuel Church, Morden, was completely 
taken up by Mr Buckingham’s family and 
friends, who waited for the cortege to 
arrive just before 2pm on Friday. 

The hearse carrying Mr Buckingham’s 
coffin was decorated on one side with flow¬ 
ers in the shape of his nickname ‘Wills’ and 
on the other side with a bunch in the shape 
of a football and wreaths. 

His distraught sisters, parents and grand¬ 
parents followed his coffin, carried by his 
friends, into the packed church to the 
sound of Faith Hill’s There You’ll Be. 

Some of those who went to pay their last 
respects had to stand at the back as all the 
seats were taken. 

After the opening prayers and the reading 
of a passage from the Bible, Mr Bucking¬ 
ham’s mum, Deborah, paid tribute to her 
son. 

She said: “We will, as a family, keep 
William’s memory alive. 

“William seemed to have made a lasting 
impression on everyone who came in con¬ 
tact with him, family, friends and work col¬ 
leagues. As his mum I am so proud of that. 

“This beautiful human being was taken 
from us in such a cruel and senseless way” 

She revealed a charity was set up in his 
name, the William Buckingham Founda¬ 
tion, with the help of family and friends. 

It will support young children in the 
Morden and Cheam areas with sports pro¬ 
jects. 

She said: “This was something Wills 
would have loved, as sport played a big part 
in his life. 

“I would like to thank you all for the love 
shown to us and my son. I know he would 
be so proud and a little embarrassed by all 
the fuss.” 

Mrs Buckingham said thanks to every¬ 
body who supported her family and fin¬ 
ished with “God bless my darling.” 


Reverend Andy Flowerday, who had 
known Mr Buckingham for four years, said: 
“Whatever our feelings are now, whether 
we’re still feeling numb or just incredibly 
sad, we’re here to remember him and to 
give thanks for him.” 

He said Mr Buckingham’s death was a 
waste of a young life, and added: “I want to 
say it’s ok to be angry We just need to be 
careful about how we channel that anger.” 

When the service finished, Mr Bucking¬ 
ham’s friends carried his coffin to the 
hearse while He Ain’t Heavy, He’s My 
Brother, by The Hollies, played in the back¬ 
ground. 


The cortege drove to a committal at the 
North East Surrey Crematorium. 

Three people have been charged in con¬ 
nection with Mr Buckingham’s murder and 
are waiting for trial.

Ashtead getting a youth worker 


A full-time youth leader is ex¬ 
pected to start work in Ashtead 
in the New Year, to curb 
teenage trouble in the area and 
to provide youngsters with 
more activities in the 
evenings. 

The Ashtead Churches Com¬ 
munity Trust has raised two 
thirds of the £100,000 cost of 
employing a youth worker for 
three years, and intends to 
start recruiting at about 
Christmas time.

The fund received a £580 
boost on Monday, when 
Ashtead’s neighbourhood spe¬ 
cialist officer, PC Jason Woods, 
handed over a cheque - the re¬ 
mains of the £17,000 he raised 
three years ago during a 
marathon cycle ride. The rest 
of the money was spent on 
mini-buses for youth purposes. 

The ACCT was formed when 


anti-social behaviour from 
bored youngsters was a major 
problem in Ashtead. 

“Our perception is that youth 
disorder has improved over 
the last year or two, and the 
main trouble-making group 
has moved on, but there is still 
a group which is moving up 
through the ranks and causing 
a few problems,” he told the 
Ashtead focus group on 
Monday. 

“There are only half a dozen 


hard-core trouble makers in 
Ashtead, but a full time youth 
worker would have a real 
impact.” 

Ian Grimstone, trustee of the 
Ashtead Churches Community 
Trust, said: “We have got the 
money, or the commitment for 
it, for two thirds of the money 

“We feel confident enough to 
start recruiting just before or 
just after Christmas. 

“This is not just to deal with 
problem kids - it is to help kids 


generally, to give them some¬ 
where to go and to keep the 
youth centre open more often 
in the evenings than it is at the 
moment. 

“It’s to encourage them to be¬ 
come good citizens. 

“We would like to thank the 
police and the Ashtead resi¬ 
dents who have supported us.”

Man died after all-clear

A man from Epsom died 
suddenly, nine days after medi¬ 
cal screenings indicated no 
cause for concern. 

Bernard Dale, of Shrublands 
Road, died of coronary artery 
disease at the age of 74 on 
May 29. 

He had had a health screen¬ 
ing performed by private com¬ 
pany Life Line Screening with 
his wife Gillian on May 20. 

The exams, which analysed 
his carotid and abdominal ar¬ 
teries, showed he was not at 
risk of having a stroke and ap¬ 
peared to be healthy. 

Mrs Dale, 71, said: “He had 
been feeling well and all of the 
sudden he was gone. It’s hard to 
believe. 

“I insisted that he went to his 
GP, but he said getting tested 
with the private company 
would be better.” 

Although Mr and Mrs Dale 
had screenings to check for the 
risk of stroke, they never had 
examinations that would have 
identified a coronary artery 
disease and their results, 
which arrived in 21 days, were 
normal. 

Mr and Mrs Dale were 


married for 51 years and had 
two sons. 

A spokeswoman for Life Line 
Screening said: “Unfortunately, 
there was nothing in our find¬ 
ings that would have sent him 
to hospital urgently 

“As a point of clarification, 
we do not screen the coronary 


arteries. Those arteries sur¬ 
round the heart and require a 
different type of screening 
that is invasive. 

“We do not perform that test. 
As such, our screenings could 
not catch coronary arterioscle¬ 
rosis and our report does not 
comment on risk of coronary 


artery disease. 

“Our sympathies are with 
the family at this sad time. 

“We are very sorry for their 
loss.”

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Tee-time teaser - 
who invented tee? 


A row has erupted over who 
invented the modern-day golf 
tee. 

Last week, the Sutton 
Guardian revealed how a 
Wallington man, Percy Ellis, 
invented the “Perfectum” golf 
tee in 1892. 

Mr Ellis, formally of the 
Manor House, produced a tee 
that would revolutionise the 
game. 

Sutton Council have asked 
residents for ideas of how to 
commemorate the achieve¬ 
ments of one of sports un¬ 
sung heroes. 

However, the British Golf 
Museum, based at the world’s 
most famous golf course at St 
Andrews, has refused to ac¬ 
knowledge the achievements 
of Mr Ellis. 

The British Golf Museum 
said they recognised New Jer¬ 
sey dentist William Lowell as 
the inventor of the modern

day tee in 1922. 

A spokesman said: “Mr Low¬ 
ell invented the tee which 
golfers around the world use 
to this day.” 

One amateur golfer, Victor 
Johnson said: “Without Percy 
Ellis, there would not be Tiger 
Woods. 

“He created the fairway to 
heaven.” 

Mr Ellis’s idea seemed sim¬ 
ple. As he wrote in his patent 
application on November 25, 
1892: “My invention relates to 
an improved tee for drawing 
off a golf ball. 

“The tee is fixed in the 
ground and not easily struck 
away should it be hit with the 
club.” 

The work of Mr Ellis laid 
the foundations for which Mr 
Lowell, 30 years later, could 


create the tee we use today. 

According to golfing website 
mygolfspy.com: “The “Reddy 
Tee,” as Lowell called it, was 
easy and cheap to mass pro¬ 
duce, but most important to 
its success was Lowell’s ag¬ 
gressive marketing campaign, 
which included hiring golf 
great Walter Hagen to show 
off the tees. 

“Lowell was for some time 
assumed to have been the in¬ 
ventor of the golf tee. Few 
people are aware of the tees 
preceding both Grant’s and 
Lowell’s.” 

Percy Ellis - a man who did¬ 
n’t have an aggressive market¬ 
ing plan, nor a celebrity 
endorsement, but who just 
wanted to solve a problem - it 
would seem, is not glamorous 
enough for the home of golf.

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Alcoholic ex-cop avoids 
jail for credit card scam 


A disgraced police sergeant 
from Sutton has avoided a jail 
term for running up more 
than £9,000 on a Scotland Yard 
credit card. 

John Gallagher, 52, of Sor¬ 
rento Road, made 213 transac¬ 
tions over two years while 
working for the child abuse 
investigation unit. 

The chronic alcoholic used a 
corporate charge card to pay 
off his tab at the Coach and 
Horses pub in Barnes, south¬ 
west London. 

Southwark Crown Court 
heard how he also handed his 
teenage daughter about £6,000 
after she started sleeping 
rough. 

Gallagher, who received sev¬ 
eral commendations, retired 
last December having been 
convicted of drink driving by 
magistrates in Redhill. 

Nicholas Lobbenberg, repre¬ 
senting Gallagher, said: “This 
is a tragic case, 29 years of 
service ending up drowning 
in a bottle of Scotch.” 

Handing down a seven- 
month suspended jail sen¬ 
tence on Friday, Judge 
Geoffrey Rivlin said he had 
previously commended Gal¬ 
lagher. 

He told him: “The last few 
years, you were working in 
the difficult area of child pro¬ 
tection. It is a very great irony 
that almost certainly you

committed this offence be¬ 
cause you felt it was your duty 
to protect another child, 
namely your own, from the 
difficulties in which she had 
sunk. 

“It is something that quite a 
number of us forget, that po¬ 
lice officers are family men to 
and all have their own prob¬ 
lems and you certainly had 
yours.” 

The judge added: “The 
money being misused was 
public money. An offence of 
this nature committed as it 
was by a serving police officer 
involved a serious breach of 
trust.” 

Gallagher, now a grandfa¬ 
ther, was also put under a su¬ 
pervision order and must do 
100 hours’ unpaid work. 

An accounting review into 
£4.7m of missing expenses 
last year led to the cancella¬ 
tion of more than 1,400 of the 
Met’s 3,533 cards. 

In September Richard De 
Cadenet, who investigated the 
7/7 bombings, was jailed for 
10 months after admitting 
using his card to take his wife 
and mistress on luxury holi¬ 
days.

Seven years given to 
missing defendant

Police are hunting for a man who 
was sentenced to seven years im¬ 
prisonment in his absence for 
grievous bodily harm. 

Mark Dickman, of Chaucer Gar¬ 
dens, was arrested after an inci¬ 
dent in Southfields, Wandsworth 
on December 14 last year. 

Police were called to a house at 
about 10pm that night where a 
woman had been bitten on the 
hand by her supposed partner, 
who had already fled from the 
scene by the time officers arrived. 

Later that evening, at 12.50am, a 
further call to police was made re¬ 
garding the same man who had at¬ 
tacked another person, this time 
with a knife. 

Once police arrived on the scene, 
the 39-year-old was pointed out by 
witnesses before being stopped 
and searched by police - a knife 
was found in his pocket. 

Dickman was charged and cau¬ 
tioned with GBH. He was remand¬ 
ed in custody to appear at South 
Western Magistrates’ Court on 
September 8 this year but failed to 
attend the trial. 

A warrant was issued by 
Kingston Crown Court in his ab¬ 
sence but police were unable to 
trace him. 

On November 19 a trial was held 
at Kingston Crown Court where, 
despite not being in attendance, 


Dickman was found guilty and 
sentenced to seven years’ impris¬ 
onment. 

Police are advising people not to 
approach him as he is believed to 
be dangerous.

Hospital fire damages 
unit electricity supply 


A fire at Sutton Hospital 
caused patients and staff to 
be evacuated on Wednesday. 

The fire broke out in the 
electrical plant which serves 
the day surgery unit. 

At about 4pm on November 
19, some of the patients in 
the vicinity had to escorted 
out for a short time. 

The unit will be closed until 
December 1. 

A spokesman for Epsom 
and St Helier Hospital said: 
“We are pleased to confirm 
that no one was harmed, but 
there has been a temporary 
loss of power to the unit. Our 
electricians have assessed 
the damage and expect to re¬ 


instate the electrical supply 
late next week, with the unit 
reopening on December 1. 

“Alternative arrangements 
have been made to treat the 
130 patients who would have 
been seen at Sutton Hospital 
during this time. The majori¬ 
ty of these non-emergency 
operations will be trans¬ 
ferred to St Helier and 
Epsom hospitals. We are con¬ 
tacting all of the affected pa¬ 
tients directly. 

We are working with the 
fire brigade to understand 
what may have started the 
fire and apologise for any in¬ 
convenience the incident has 
caused to our patients.”

To many of them it is not just 
about keeping fit, its about the 
companionship. 

Sheelagh Macdonald, who 
sounds remarkably sprightly 
for a woman of 83, said her Fri¬ 
day nights will never be the 
same again. She said: “It is all 
down to the dancing, it has 
kept me feeling young. I am bit¬ 
terly disappointed that it is 
ending. 

“I have been going since 1974 
and I have loved every friday 


night. It is a great way to meet 
people and it is great fun.” 

The More The Merrier Folk 
Dance Club was founded in 
1936, and 20 years ago it was 
the largest folk dance club in 
Surrey. 

Mr Barnard, who has been 
chairman for 18 years, believes 
that now is a good time to call 
it a day. He said: “If we keep 
going the way things are, peo¬ 
ple will stop having fun. It’s be¬ 
coming a bit of a struggle from 
week to week. 

“In these days when there is 
so much discussion about what 
it means to be ‘British’, all our 
folk dances are English, and 
some of them were composed 
over three hundred years ago.”

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Taking action to stop

Furious residents have taken dras¬ 
tic measures to stop Transport For 
London (TfL) putting up new 
street lights. 

Last week, homeowners in 
Reigate Avenue in Sutton, physi¬ 
cally stopped TfL workers from 
erecting the 18 new lighting 
columns. 

Ian Brain returned home from 
work in Mitcham to find TfL staff 
putting one of the five metre posts 
outside his house. He said: “I 
thought they were winding me up 
when they told me what they were 
doing. I was not going to let them 
do it, so I grabbed the lamppost 
and pulled it out of the hole. When 
they realised how angry I was, 
they gave up and said they would 
come back.” 

Another resident, Tina Upton, 
64, stood over the hole, refusing to 
allow work to go ahead. She has 
now chained ladders to the fence 
to stop the hole being filled. She 
said: “I have lived here for 24 years 
and I am perfectly happy with the 
lighting that we currently get 
from the by-pass. The light is so 
bright in fact, I can walk around 
my house in the dead of night 
without switching a light on. I am 
not against the columns being 
erected, but not outside my bed¬ 
room window.” 

Both residents would have to 
contend with the lighting columns 
feet from their bedroom windows, 
and directly in line with it. 

Mr Brain said: “It would be shin¬ 
ing into my window at all hours, 
and I’m not having it. When I 
asked TfL why they were doing it, 
they told me that the light on the 
bypass is not energy efficient, but 
how on earth would 18 lampposts 
save on energy?” 

As well as the environmental ar¬ 
gument, Mr Brain said that was 


told by TfL the lampposts were 
what residents wanted. He said: “I 
went to most of the people on the 
street and asked if they had asked 
for the lights to be put up, and 
every one of them said no, so I 
don’t know where TfL are getting 
their information from.” 

Transport for London spokesper¬ 
son said: “As a measure to enhance 
road safety and provide a better lit 
and more secure environment for 
pedestrians, new 45watt white 
light lamps are proposed for 


Reigate Avenue. These lights will 
be focused on the footway and not 
towards residents’ properties. 

“Meeting the safety guidelines 
for lighting is done in the best in¬ 
terests of the public and we will 
continue to discuss with local resi¬ 
dents any concerns they have over 
the implementation of this 
scheme.”

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Green awards night 
was ‘unforgettable’

The sea ice at the North Pole could 
vanish completely within the next 
few years, polar explorer Pen 
Hadow told guests at the Green 
Guardian Awards gala dinner at 
Epsom Downs Racecourse last Fri¬ 
day 

Starting with just a few ice-free 
days in summer, scientists predict 
the length of time the sea will be 
exposed to the warming effect of 
the sun each year will increase to 
weeks and then months. 

No one knows how thick the re¬ 
maining ice is, so next year Pen is 
leading a 140-day expedition across 
the ice pack to measure it. 

His success in being the first man 
to make a solo crossing between 
Canada and the North Geographic 
Pole was partly based on his under¬ 
standing that, with ever increasing 
stretches of water, the only way to 
get there was to go direct, swim¬ 
ming across the gaps dragging an 
inflatable sled. 

Congratulating all the finalists on 
what they have been doing to pro¬ 
tect the environment, he said 
changing behaviours here helped 
protect ice in the northern ocean - 
a vital heat shield against global 
warming. 

He was speaking to a rapt audi¬ 
ence of 240 people, including envi¬ 
ronmental activists, MPs and 
business and council leaders. 

They were there to celebrate the 
achievements of those people and 
organisations in south-west Lon¬ 
don who are leading the way to¬ 
wards sustainability. 

The Queen’s Stand had been 
transformed into an autumnal for¬ 
est, with trees hung with environ¬ 
mental messages and lit by low 
energy LED lights - part of a pack¬ 
age of measures to reduce the 
event’s carbon footprint. 

This year there were over 50 final¬ 
ists from seven boroughs, all of 


whom had been winners in their 
category at a borough level. 

Introducing the awards, Sean 
Duggan, group editor for the South 
London Guardian series and the 
project’s founder, said: “The prima¬ 
ry aim of this event is to say an un¬ 
forgettable thank you to them for 
everything they have been doing. 

“But, as they say, there are no free 
lunches, or in this case dinners, 
and the other aim of this evening is 
to ensure that they leave tonight in¬ 
spired and encouraged to go on to 
do even more - and to share their 
enthusiasm and experience with as 
many people as they can.” 

He described the Green Guardian 
project, launched three years ago, 
as an “outstanding example of co¬ 
operation” and paid tribute to its 


council partners, Kingston, Sutton, 
Merton, Wandsworth, Richmond 
and Hounslow and sponsor busi¬ 
nesses. 

The winners received a range of 
prizes, from a holiday in a tipi in 
Wales to one in a five star hotel in 
London, a birdcam for the Young 
Environmentalist and an electric 
bike for the Green Champion.

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Tenant ‘forced to 
live amid sewage’

Sutton Housing Partner¬ 
ship (SHP) has failed to 
move a tenant in North 
Cheam whose health has 
been blighted by suspected 
raw sewage. 

John Boyne, 65, of Ridge 
Road, complained that the 
stench made his eyes water 
each night as he waited to 
undergo a major heart 
operation. 

Despite repeatedly call¬ 
ing SHP over several 
months, he was forced to 
stay at the flooded property 
where his teenage daugh¬ 
ter provides care. 

His case has now been 
taken up by Phillipa 
Stroud, the Conservative 
prospective parliamentary 
candidate for Cheam, Sut¬ 
ton and Worcester Park. 

She said: “I think it is 
extraordinary that Mr 
Boyne should be expected 
to live in these conditions. 

“I asked SHP to consider 
temporarily re-housing 
him and they said they felt 
it unnecessary. 

“I would be stunned if 
any council worker would 
be prepared to live in these 
conditions. Mr Boyne is 
awaiting a major heart 
operation, and to expect 
him to live in an atmo¬ 


sphere where the smell 
causes his eyes to water 
from the irritation each 
night seems inhumane.” 

This week, SHP said 
“ground water” appeared to 
be running beneath several 
properties in Ridge Road. 
Its contractors are now con¬ 
sidering the costs of con¬ 
necting a land drain to the 
surface water system. 

A spokeswoman added: 
“In the meantime, we have 
arranged for residual 
water to be pumped out 
until we can carry out the 


said drainage works. 

“We do sympathise with 
Mr Boyne in what must be 
a dreadful situation, but we 
wish to reassure him that 
we are endeavouring to do 
everything we can as 
quickly as possible.” 

Sutton and East Surrey 
Water has also been asked, 
as a matter of urgency, to 
determine whether stag¬ 
nant water or raw sewage 
is present.

Britain is 
US poodle 

I’m pleased the Guardian 
has highlighted the case of 
Kadhum Al-Sarraj, the Car- 
shalton man imprisoned by 
the Americans in Iraq. 

While the outrageous in¬ 
justice of detaining an inno¬ 
cent man without charge is 
bad enough, as the Amnesty 
spokesman pointed out this 
is a commonplace under the 
US regime which, as usual, 
flouts international law and 
seems to be able to exercise 
no common sense. 

It compounds the outrage 
when neither the US Em¬ 
bassy nor the relevant US 
department will comment 
on the case; so much for the 
“special relationship”. 

If it were the French or 
the Spaniards detaining Mr 
Al-Sarraj, I suspect the 
tabloids would be more inter¬ 
ested. But since large sec¬ 
tions of the British 
establishment seem content 
to be poodles of the US 
regime, this sort of interna¬ 
tional brigandry, which even 
if it emanated from the most 
odious of “banana republics” 
would be breathtaking, 
appears to be acceptable.

A Ewell woman who ob¬ 
tained more than £25,512 
by claiming benefits fraud¬ 
ulently was given a sus¬ 
pended prison sentence at 
Guildford Crown Court on 
Friday, November 7. 


A gold star to the spooks 
who spotted her - but I 
can’t help wondering, ex¬ 
actly how much did this 
“extensive” investigation 
cost? Indeed, why did it 
need to be extensive? 
Couldn’t a cursory glance 
have been just as effective, 
whilst at the same time 
probably cheaper? 

I am no expert on these 
things, but I do realise that 
the more benefit claimants 
and suspected fraudsters 
there are within a given 
area, the more cost-effec¬ 
tive it is to go send spooks 
round to check them out. 

And this is the problem 
with places such as the 
Watersedge estate. 

You’re more likely to get 
busted for benefit fraud if 
you live in known deprived 
areas, such as Watersedge, 
Longmead or Kingston’s 
Cambridge estate, than 
you are if you manage to 
blag the housing benefit 
for somewhere a bit more 
upmarket. 

The people who are 
smart enough to take the 
money and run are the 
ones that get away with it 

Then again, I guess the 
“real” fraudsters don’t 
even claim benefits in their 
own names in the first 
place; rather, they claim 
benefits (or private insur¬ 
ance payouts, for that mat¬ 
ter) using false or stolen 
identity details. 

For that reason, I think 
the system needs to be 
careful about coming down 
heavy on people who 
maybe misreported their 
circumstances, but who 
have never claimed bene¬ 
fits under a fake ID.

SAFETY FIRST 
FOR LETTING

Twenty people in the UK die 
each year from carbon monox¬ 
ide poisoning, yet some land¬ 
lords still try to cut corners 
when it comes to ensuring the 
safety of tenants. 

A timely reminder urges 
landlords to use the services of 
reputable agents who are up to 
speed with gas safety and 
other legal requirements. 

The National Landlords’ As¬ 
sociation said it was “critical” 
that landlords knew what they 
were doing, especially on gas 
and fire safety. 

But a local estate agent says 
the need for expert advice goes 
further. 

Clinton Green, a partner at 
Christies (01372 227900) be¬ 
lieves more would-be land¬ 
lords fall foul of electrical 
safety rules than the more 
widely known regulations on 
gas. 

“We are forever saying to 
landlords that they have to be 
certain they aren’t negligent, 
and the only way is by a proper 
electrical check,” he said. 

“It’s the one thing that regu¬ 
larly catches landlords out as 
it’s full of grey areas.” 

Carbon monoxide (CO) poi¬ 
soning is known as the silent 
killer as there is no alert from 
taste, colour or smell. 


Symptons are initially simi¬ 
lar to a bad cold or flu, with 
muzziness, headaches and 
tiredness. 

Landlords must ensure 
every gas appliance has an an¬ 
nual check by a registered gas 
installer, and have to keep the 


safety record for at least two 
years. Carbon monoxide detec¬ 
tors cost as little as £20, but 
tenants also ought to know 
where the emergency gas shut¬ 
off valve is. 

It is important to use a let¬ 
tings agent who has been 



trained in safety require¬ 
ments, especially at a time 
when so many sales agents are 
being transferred into lettings 
departments. 

The property must be safe 
and in good repair. Areas to 
watch include having safety 
glass in everything 
from door panels to 
glass-topped tables, 
ensuring stair car¬ 
pets are not loose, 
and providing in¬ 
struction manuals 
for all supplied 
equipment. 

All electric plugs and 
sockets must be 
checked, with plugs 
fitted correctly, in 
good condition and 
with the correct fuse. 


Electrical items must be 
marked with the date and time 
of testing to comply with regu¬ 
lations. 

Under fire safety rules, all 
upholstered furniture must be 
cigarette and match resistant. 
That law applies to beds, ma- 
tresses, sofabeds, pillows, 
sofas, scatter cushions, furni¬ 
ture covers and chairs. 

“There are plenty of rules, 
and we pride ourselves on our 
thoroughness at going through 
the full list,” added Clinton 
Green. One of the most useful 
tips is to ensure that all gas 
and electricity inspections and 
safety repair work is done be¬ 
fore the landlord gets up a lad¬ 
der to redecorate. 

The alternative is having to 
decorate twice!

Lionel Blair has acted, danced, 
and entertained his way 
through life and this year he is 
celebrating his 60th year in 
showbusiness. 

He is best known for his long 
stints on popular shows Give 
Us A Clue and Name That 
Tune, and has recently enjoyed 
TV cameos alongside Peter Kay 
and Ricky Gervais, but dancing 
remains the showman’s first 
love. 

Blair, a Banstead resident, 
began his career as an 11-year- 
old Munchkin in a production 
of The Wizard of Oz at the 
Grand Theatre in Croydon and 
knew instantly that a life on the 
stage was for him. After a short 
stint as an actor, he got his first 
big break as a dancer and never 
looked back. 

He says, “I took a role in a 
musical that needed a young 
tap dancer. I had started to 
grow so I was too big for the 
young acting roles but too 
small for the older parts, so I 
carried on with the dancing. 
There was regular work 
because there were so many 
musicals, as there are now.” 

Blair’s dancing skills were 
soon wowing TV audiences on 
a number of variety 
programmes but it was his 
work as a judge on talent show 
New Faces in the 70s that 
brought him to the attention of 
a wider audience. 

“I was quite critical, like 
Craig Revel Horwood [from 
Strictly Come Dancing], I 
always say that, if you look 
good, you perform good and I 
used to criticise what people 
were wearing. I made a name 
for myself and that led to Give 
Us A Clue.” 

Give Us a Clue, a show based 
on that old family favourite 
charades, ran from 1979 to 1992 
and this success was swiftly fol¬ 
lowed with another hit, Name 


That Tune, making Blair a 
household name. 

Since those heady days, he 
has remained in the public eye. 
He is currently touring his 
dance show, Simply Ballroom, 
and he has been brought to the 
attention of a new generation 
thanks to cameo roles in Extras 
and Peter Kay’s recent TV tal¬ 
ent show spoof. 

Away from the spotlight, 

Blair is kept busy in his role as 
a father and grandfather and 
he and his wife Susan 
celebrated their ruby wedding 
anniversary in 2007. He is also a 
committed supporter of a num¬ 
ber of charities. 

“I’m a chairman of Stage For 
Age, the celebrity arm of Help 
The Aged,” he says. “I am on 
hand when they need someone 
well known to open a shop. 

“I also work with Elizabeth 
Finn Care, who help people 
who have lost everything. It has 
been going since Victorian 
times.” 

After 60 years in the business, 
Blair’s fondest memory is of 
his friendship with the late Rat 
Packer Sammy Davis Junior, 
who Blair believes was his kin¬ 
dred spirit. 

“We got on from the moment 
we met on his show, Sammy 
Meets The British,” he says. 
“We went out for dinner and, 
when he realised I was well 
known, he asked me to do a 
routine with him. 

“We were friends until his 
death. My wife and I stayed 
with him in America and we 
had dinner with the Rat Pack. 
He was the most generous, kind 
and giving person. He once 
said: ‘If Lionel Blair was black, 
he would be a genius’.”

NEW ROAD CAR TEST : VAUXHALL CORSA SXI RANGE 


Do you think it's SXi? 

With sharper steering and firmer suspension, the SXi 
Corsas are sporty superminis without the prohibitive 
costs of a performance hatch. Steve Walker reports. 


The reason fast small cars have be¬ 
come so much more powerful is that 
they aren’t all that small anymore. 
The extra weight of all the safety 
measures and electronic gadgetry 
that today’s market demands means 
that shifting a modern supermini 
around is no longer a job for engines 
of a fragile disposition. Doing so at 
the substantial rate of knots nor¬ 
mally associated with a proper hot 
hatchback really does take some 
gumption on an engine’s part. 

What the SXi trim level aims to do 
is replicate some of the fun of a hot 
hatchback without the less enjoy¬ 
able expense. The SXi trim is offered 
with a choice of two petrol engines 
and a diesel with prices starting at 
around £11,000. The entry level unit 
is a 1.2-litre 16v that generates its 
79bhp maximum power output at a 
lofty 5,600rpm. This engine is fine 


for shopping duties and dropping 
the kids off at school but buyers 
seeking a sporty drive are likely to 
find it a little underwhelming. The 

I. 4-litre petrol option is £500 more 
and a little bit better with 89bhp to 
call upon. The 0-60mph sprint takes 

II. 8s here rather than 13s in the 1.2 
and fuel economy is just lmpg infe¬ 
rior to the smaller petrol at 47.9mpg. 

There’s a £700 price jump from 
the 1.4 to the 1.3-litre CDTi diesel 
but if you’re attracted to the SXi 
by its sporty dynamics rather 
than by its sporty looks, it’s a 
jump worth making. 

The differences between these 
SXi cars and the less sporty 
models in the range extend well 
beyond mere cosmetic add-ons. 
The SXi models feature modi¬ 
fied suspension and steer¬ 
ing to help them live up to 


their sporty billing. The standard 
Corsa is a fine handling supermini 
with well-weighted and accurate 
steering thanks to the speed-depen¬ 
dent electronic power steering system 
(EPS). 

The SXi models, however, feature 
the more advanced VPPS (Variable 
Progressive Power Steering). 

Like the Astra, there’s the bullet¬ 
proof feeling of build quality that’s as 
good as anything in the sector. Just 
about the only criticism of recent 
Vauxhall interiors was that, although 
well built, they didn’t offer a whole lot 
of slick design to catch the eye. The 
Corsa changes that particular script 
with translucent ambi¬ 
ent lighting on the 
centre console 
switchgear, 
one 


of those ‘surprise and delight’ fea¬ 
tures that adds the all-important 
showroom wow-factor. The round air 
vents, the stereo and big satellite navi¬ 
gation screen (available on high spec 
cars only) give the Corsa’s dash a far 
more modern, integrated look. 

The Vauxhall Corsa SXi successfully 
sportifies the standard Corsa pack¬ 
age, sharpening up the driving experi¬ 
ence in a manner that will appeal to 
those who enjoy spending time behind 
the wheel. The petrol engines will oc¬ 
casionally have you longing for more 
power to fully exploit the lithe chassis 
but the diesels are almost punchy 
enough to make you 



question whether those 200bhp hyper¬ 
hatchbacks are absolutely necessary. 
More importantly, none of the SXi en¬ 
gine options will break the bank in 
terms of upfront, insurance or run¬ 
ning costs and that’s the key to the 
Corsa SXi - affordable fun.
